One will provide a uniform 
income tax exem ption of $1,000

otherw ise disabled. 


The other bill would reduce 
the auto excise tax by 20 per 
cent. 


Republicans are expected to 
have am endm ents to offer for 
both m easures, but the bills are 
likely to pass the House in 
substantially the sam e form 
they left the Ways and M eans 
Committee 


The House Ways and M eans 
Com m ittee scheduled a m eeting 


this atternoon to consider the 
remaining 
four 
bills 
in

package. They are : 


—Repeal local option income 
tax, a provision contained in 
the 1973 property tax restruc­ 
turing program backed by Gov. 
Otis R. Bowen. 


—Halt the phase-out of the

enacted in 1973. 


— Exempt non-prescription 
drugs from the sales tax. 


—Repeal the sales tax as it 
applies to the state gallonage 
tax 
on 
gasoline, 
sometimes 
called a tax on a tax. 


Hearings on these four bills 
w ere held la st week. House 
Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Spencer Schanitter, 
D-Madison, said he hopes to 
recommend their passage this 
afternoon or Tuesday, depend­

am en d m en ts 
being 
prepared to som e of those four 
bills.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - En­ 
tertainer 
Orson 
Bean 
an­ 
nounced on a recent television 
talk show that after dabbling in 
politics from left to right since 
the 1960’s, he had given it up as 
a waste of time. 
Bean said he had discovered 
that there was no relationship 
between 
politics 
and 
the 
achievement of human hap­ 
piness. 
“Serious” politicians might 
dismiss Bean’s pronouncement 
as the banality of a comedian 
who was taking himself too 
seriously. But his statement 
just happens to mesh with some 
new evidence of citizen disaf­ 
fection that has at least one 
group of political professionals 
deeply concerned. 
Pat Cadell, the young public 
opinion analyst who gained a 
reputation as a prodigy with 
the 1972 McGovern campaign, 
presented data to the winter 
conference of the American 
Association of Political Consult­ 
ants that showed that politics 
was becoming a mere “specta­ 
tor sport” instead of a means 
by which citizens feel they can 
influence government. 
Cadell said recent surveys 
showed “a breakdown in the 
linkage” 
voters 
traditionally 
believed to exist between their 
choice of public officials and 
the 
making 
of 
government 
policies. 
Americans, 
he said, were 
increasingly 
coming 
to 
the 
conclusion that the outcome of 
elections “have no bearing on 
my life.” 
Lance Tarrance, a pollster 
associated 
with 
Republican 
campaigns, had somewhat par­ 
allel findings to report. He said 
citizens who were registered to 
vote but did not go to the polls 
were interviewed in 1972 and 
again in 1974. 
The first time, pollsters found 
15 per cent of the registered 
voters did not cast 
ballots 
because they were “not intere­ 
sted” in the election. The same 
reply in 1974 came from 35 per 
cent 
of 
the 
group, 
which 
Tarrance called “an alarming 
increase.” 
Tarrance recalled that a 1963 
presidential 
commission 
had 
concluded that more Americans 
would 
go 
to 
the 
polls 
if 
obstacles such as literacy tests 
were abolished and if voters 
were given more information 
about candidates. He said the 
obstacles had been removed but 
voting was going down, instead 
of up. 
Cadell suggested the reason 
was that voters were indeed 
more educated about politics 
than in past years, and had 
come to their own conclusion 
that they had little to gain from 
voting. 
The 
reason 
for 
such 
a 
conclusion? 


Peter Hart, another pollster 
most often 
associated 
with 
Democratic campaigns, strong­ 
ly indicted government leaders. 
He said leaders of both parties 
were afraid to put hard choices 
before the public —such as 
gasoline rationing —and as a 
result Americans had become 
cynical about theilfiaders. 
“It is the politicians who 
have subverted the system,” he 
said. 
None of the pollsters suggest­ 
ed that the reason interest in 
politics is decreasing might be 
the absence of sharply defined 
differences between the parties 
and their positions on national 
issues. 
This possibility, 
expressed 
most succinctly by Gov. George 
Wallace as third party candi­ 
date for President when he said 
“there ain’t a dime’s worth of 
difference” between the Demo­ 
crats and Republicans, is 
vehemently denied by leaders 
of the major parties. 
But at least one of the new 
tribe of political consultants — 
campaign 
managers to the 
uninitiated —touched on that 
element. 
Paul 
Corbin, 
an 
old-time 
union organizer now working in 
politics, attended the confer­ 
ence 
and 
observed 
to 
a 
Washington Post reporter: 
“They talk graphs and charts, 
charts and graphs, demogra­ 
phics, schemographics. Issues, 
issues, that’s what people are 
interested in. Jobs.”

THE 2PER C EN TCLUB 
Indianapolis Mayor Richard Lugar moved recently to 
put distance between his administration and the dark, 
archaic Indiana system of political patronage payments. 


Lugar said that no more would workers in his city 
administration be expected to contribute 2 per cent of 
their annual earnings to the Republican Party. He has 
instead instituted a pledge card system which, if not the 
best alternative to the 2 per cent system, is at least a 
welcome and long overdue improvement. 


The move was seen as the beginning of increased 
pressure on the state Republican Party to eliminate its 2 
per cent system of legalized political payoffs The con­ 
tributions were mandatory until 1972 when former Gov. 
Edgar Whitcomb made it voluntary. 


Republican State Chairman Thomas Milligan and 
Governor Bowen have disagreed over the implementation 
of the contribution program. Bowen believes that job 
retention should be based simply on “the ability to per­ 
form adequately and the quality of work done” while 
Milligan believes that a patronage worker who refuses to 
contribute a portion of his earnings is in violation of a 
“pledge” and should be discharged. 


The disagreement is basic to the future of the 2 per 
cent system. Fundamentally, the question is whether the 
State of Indiana wants the best qualified individuals in 
patronage positions or whether it wants individuals in 
patronage positions who are not so much an asset for the 
state but rather an economic asset for the political party 
in power. 


Certainly it is an important question since nearly 
7,400 of 12,000 state positions are patronage positions. 
Disenchantment grows with the system as can be seen in 
pending law suits and the fact that currently 500 state 
highway workers are withholding 2 per cent contributions 
in protest of alleged coercion by Republican officials. 


It is to Mayor Lugar’s credit that he has taken a step 
to eliminate the 2 per cent contribution system. It is a step 
in the right direction. The sooner more steps are taken— 
statewide—in that direction, the better Indiana politics 
will be.

A landlord-tenant Bill of 
Rights received new life in the 
General Assembly, passing in 
the House the second time 
around. 
It will face an uphill battle in 
the Senate. The comprehensive 
measure failed to pass the first 
time around, receiving 43 votes 
against and 42 in favor. Under 
rules, a Representative voting 
against the measure, as more 
did than in favor, could call the 
bill up for reconsideration the 
next day. It had failed to receive 
a majority of 51 votes on either 
side. 
Rules 
provide for no 
debate on recall. 
The complex bill was little 
understood 
by 
many 
lawmakers, with charges of 
“poor draftsmanship.” On the 
day it was to be recalled for 
another vote, I saw R. Bruce 
Townsend 
m ingling 
with 
legislators and explaining the 
c o m p lic a te d p ro v is io n s 
Townsend is a law professor at 
Indiana University School of 
Law in Indianapolis, holding the 
longest record of tenure on the 
faculty. He is an astute lawyer 
and legal scholar. 
Townsend is an 
Indiana 
representative on the National 
Conference of Commissioners 
on Uniform State Laws, and has 
been for many 
years. 
The 
Landlord-Tenant bill was 
product of th e ' conference, 
which gave us such works as the 
Uniform Commercial Code, now 
the Bible for all commercial 
transactions. If anything, I 
would have bet there was no 
sloppy draftsmanship in the 
proposal. 
Townsend 
described 
the 
proposal as 
a 
step 
toward 
removing archaic present law, 
ill-defined and unwritten. The 
proposed bill would “provide a 
hum anitarian rule for both 
landlords and tenants and up­ 
date the responsibilities of 
both,” according to Townsend. 
Such legislation is badly 
needed in Indiana. A few years 
ago, my wife and I had a house 
to rent, and searched the law 
books for legal division of 
responsibilities between land­ 
lord and tenant. My wife’s 
parents had rented for many 
years, and she had one version 
of duties of fenters. It was to be 
altered when she became a 
landlord. 
The bill permits renters to 
m ake repairs to keep the 
quarters 
in 
“habitable con­ 
dition” and to deduct the cost 
from rents due. It does not apply 
if the damage was 
caused 
deliberately or by negligence of 
the tenant or his fam ily. 
Tenants would be required to 
keep the premises clean, make 
reasonable use of plumbing and 
electrical facilities, and prevent 
damage to the property. 
Landlords could make repairs 
of damages caused by tenants 
and present itemized bills, but 
not seize household goods for 
nonpayment of rents. The bill 
makes provisions for hot water, 
heat, electrical services, and 
spells 
out 
in 
detail 
the 
responsibilities of both parties 
to rental agreements. 
Too important to die in an age 
when apartment dwelling and 
damage deposits have become a 
way of life, any deficiencies 
should be corrected and the bill 
made into law. 
E very session finds bills 
which would restrict the Con­ 


stitutional right to own and bear 
arms. The current session is no 
exception. Many logical bills 
have been introduced to impose 
strict penalties without parole 
on use of firearms in com 
mission of a crime. However 
Representative Katie Hall, 
Gary Teacher, would prohibit 
the importation, manufacture 
possession, sale or use of 
handguns in the state. 
Such m easures would, in 
practice, take guns away from 
law abiding citizens, but not 
from criminals. 
Another 
House 
proposal 
presents a “better idea.” House 
Bill 1775 allows restitution to be 
part of any court sentence 
imposed on a convicted thief it 
malicious damage is inflicted on 
a victim. Other measures go 
even further, as the law should 
There is little reason for con­ 
tinuing to require the innocent 
victim of crime to bear the 
financial and physical burden. 
Every 
crim e 
has 
a 
corresponding legal civil action. 
However, criminals are not the 
best financial risks, and it is 
both costly and futile to attempt 
recovery in civil action for 
damages. Criminals should be 
required to “pay,” meaning 
money, for the results of their 
illegal acts. 
A bill has been introduced in 
the House to repay the State 
Highway Fund with the illegal 
appropriations taken in excess 
of the 50 percent limit to support 
the State Police. Some $68 
million would be repaid to the 
Highway fund from the general 
fund, one legitimate way to 
obtain money for highway 
maintenance. 
Being required to obey the 
laws might be another way to 
prevent such misappropriations 
from being made in the future. 
John 
Blevins, 
the 
only 
Representative attempting to 
repeal, obsolete laws, says there 
is little hope for his bill. He 
estimates more than IOO out­ 
dated laws are on the books, 
never enforced.
